Bubba's Beach Club, a restaurant/bar that burnt to a crisp two months ago as the result of a suspicious 
explosion, is expected to reopen in April, according to owner Robert Nicklin. The 2,600 square-foot club at 
404 Laskin Road, was cleaned out last weekend so remodeling can begin. v^ 

The club, which at the time of the fire had oiily been open for the eight months, had a reputation as Virginia 
Beach's "Qieers," where locals, the military and tourists socialized. 

Nicklin said the club will have the same look and atmosphere after the remodeling. 

It is still unknown how the fire was started.

Even with a $10,000 a year grant 
from the City of Virginia BeiK^h, 
the SPCA on Holland Road is still 
$440,000 short of matching its an- 
nual operating budget. As a result, 
the nonprofit organization is form- 
ing an SPCA Auxiliary to assist in 
successfully running the shelter. 

"We're looking to form a group 
of volunteo's that would be able to 
help us not only in fund-raising 
projects, but with projects the staff 
doesn't have time to do," said 
SPCA development director, Kathy 
I^-endergast 

The SPCA currently utilizes the 
help of approximately 25 volun- 
teers, but Prrad^gast said they are 
hoping to double or triple that 
number. The auxiliary volunteers 
will be used for die bulk mailing of 
the shelter's quart^ly newsletter. 

Another volunteer ptog^m in the 
works is the canister program, 
where approximately 100 canisters 
will be piactA in businesses with a 
picture of an animal on each of 
them. The canister will ask for 
support for the Virginia Be^h 
SPCA through donations. 

Prendergast said the SPCA is 
also planning an aluminum recy- 
cling {vogram, in which boxes or 
bags win be placed in stores that 
have drink machines. Employees 
and patrons can drop their cans in 
the bags so the auxiliary volunteers 
can pick them up to be recycled. 

"We need jKwple to also help us 
address invitations. We wwild h<^ 
the auxiliary would fo^m commit- 
tees," she added. '- -^ r 

The SPCA needs die extra help 
to tmst the organizaticn's board of 
directors. The homd is responsible 
for overswing atoinistrative poli- 
ces, financial ^pects of tin sMter, 
eliciting funds for the building 
fuml, the puUic relati<x» commit- 
tee «Ki ite d^o^ committee. 

"TT« bo»d is a voy active bo»d.

SPCA has hised $550,000 towards 
the cost of the new $1 million 
Iwilding.

The SPCA also asks for a small 
fee when pet owners put their ani- 
mals up for adoption. The shelter 
took in more than 7,000 animals in 
1989 and has a 50 percent adoption 
rate. The animals are kept at the 
shelter as long as they stay healthy 
and there is available space. She 
said many times the SPCA does 
not receive the fee because people 
have tied their pels to the shelter's 
front door and left them there over 
night.

are also needed in the shelter itself 
for kennel assistance such as feed- 
ing, cleaning, grooming and walk- 
ing the animals. She said she 
doesn't tl|ink it will be a problem 
recruiting volunteers. 

"1 think volunteerism in the na- 
tion as a >^hole hsk been on a rise. I 
think people are out there; it's just 
letting thqm kndw what's avail- 
able," she ^id. 

In addition to taking in aban- 
doned animals, the SPCA also pro- 
vides education programs to local 
schools and nursing homes as well 
as pet therapy programs. The pro- 
grams cost extra money, but Pren- 
dergast said it's worth it. 

"The education trf childrwi of the 
future is important. There's just a 
lot of new things we're looking at, 
not only to raise money, but to 
provide education programs for the 
community," she said.

Virginia Beach City Coimcil re- 
cently allocated $7,500 to make to 
temporary street repairs in Burton 
Station and Seatack, two of 12 city 
areas targeted for imfKovements. 

Councilman John Perry, who is 
running for reelection in May, said 
he has been waiting since 1979 for 
the city tomaprove the roads. 

'This is just a farce to fool the 
people into thinking we are doing 
something in Burton Station and 
Seatack," the Bayside Borough rep- 
resentative said. 

Seatack is located off Birdneck 
Road. Burton Station is off 
Northampt(» Boulevard. 

Mary Anne Ustick, director of 
the Virginia Beach Department of 
Housing, said the city receives $2 
million per year from community 
block grant money, most of which 
has provide water and sewers in 1 1 
low-income locd' neighborhoods 
and street drainage in six of them. 
Seatack and Burton Station are the 
only neighborhoods left for im- 
provements. 

Ustick said $1,500 of Uie $7,500 
will be used to repair several streets 
in Seatack, namely Brooklyn Street 
and Olds Lane. Seatack residents, 
Ustick said, have been complaining 
for years about the road conditions.

Virginia Beach Renews Agreement With Fort Story 
To Use Their Beach; City Has Access To 20 Acres For 
Three More Years

Virginia Beach City Council re- 
cently authorized an ordinance ask- 
ing City Manager Aubrey Watts to 
execute an agreement to use 
approximately 20.05 acres at Fort 
Story Military Reservation for 
public recreational purposes. 

Accwding to Libby Alfriend, Ft. 
Story's public affairs officer, the 
city must renew the agreement ev- 
ery thrw years. 

"Since 1973, the city has used an 
area adjacent to 89Ui Su^eet (Ft. 
Story's East Gate) for public 
swimming cmly," ste said. 

The beach is open to the public 
on Fridays, Saturdays and Sundays 
from Memorial Day weekend to 
Labor Day weekend. Last summer, 

11,387 people visited the beach 
over 47 days. Two hundred forty- 
two vehicles used the parking lots 
per day.

"It's not a touristy type thing. 
It's mwe of a locals' place. It's re- 
ally the local residents, the home- 
folks, so to speidc, who utilize it," 
sud Alfrieml. 

The city, which has a license to 
use the facility, contracts lifeguards 
to ovCTsee the safety of the visitors. 
The city's Department of Parks and 
Recreation maintains the beach, 
which offers port-a-johns, but no 
concession stands. Ft. Story uses 
the 750 to 800 feet of beachfront 
for training exercises during the 
«^ek.

pervisor, who used to be in charge 
of running the beach. 

Harold Whitehurst, dir«;tor of 
Parks and Recreation, said the 
beach, which is larger and wider 
than tiie benches u tiie souUi end of 
tiie Oceanfront, usually fills up in 
the morning, but the crowd thins 
out bv tiie afternoon. 

"It opens up anoUier beach and 
access to a beach is impoiant. The 
exu^a acres are helpful," he said. 
"We enjoy working wiOi the mili- 
tary. It's a nice anangmiem." 

Alfriend agreed. "We have a 
pretty gcwd woricing relationship 
witii tiK city. It's just the public's 
private beach. It do^n't have die 
glitz of die beiKh downtown " die 
said.

Paddling Banned 

Punishment Of ChHdren 
Should B$ Left To Parents 

11)0% are many p^vnts who will probably be thrilled at the 
fact that cxffporal punishn%nt has been banned in the state of 
Virginia. And tfiey have tvay right to be. 

E\«n though Virginia Beach hasn't enacted the corporal pun- 
ishment law f(»- years, there was a time when students could be 
paddled by their principal, vice-principal or teacher. An actual 
wooden paddle was uspd to discipline kids when they got them- 
selves in trouble. ^ 

But, this is the twentieth century! It's easy to understand why 
paddling was used in the early 1990s, but nowadays people are 
more educated and more in tune as to how to punish children 
and deal with their wrongdoings. 

S<»iie parents of children who were paddled even went as far 
as filing a law suit with the teacher or school. Most of the time 
the cAse never went to court because the school board proved 
that the teacher had every right to paddle the child. After all, it 
was the law. But still son» paients screamed child abuse. 

Although the school officials had to have an adult witness 
jnvsent, when paddling a child, it is not really their place to do 
the spanking. That should be left up to the parent, even though 
some parents condoned teachers helping to discipline their chil- 
dren. Now there are alternative forms of punishments in local 
schools such as detention and in-school suspension. It seems 
that spending a few hours after school would have more impact 
on a child tfian a smack in the butt. 

Although corporal punishment no longer exists, there are still 
clauses in the law that allows school of^cials to use reasonable 
and necessary force. Teachers may use this force to prevent: The 
use of incidental, minor or reasonable physical contact or other 
actions designed to nuuntain OTder and control; the use of rea- 
sonable and necessary force to quell a disturbance or remove a 
student from the scene of a disturbance which threatens physical 
injury to persons or damage to property; the use of force to pre- 
vent a student fiiom inflicting physical harm on himself; the use 
of force for self-defense or the defense of others; the use of 
force to obtain possession of weapons or other dangerous ob- 
jects or controlled substances or paraphemalia which are upon 
the person of the stuttent or within his control. 

This new language of the law seems fair, if a child is cau^t in 
school with a gun, it may take force to get it way from him. But, 
to paddle a child for chewing gum in class or talking too much, 
was ridiculous. Paddling was just an easy and quick way of 
dealing with a problem child. — K.L.D.

A resolution, suggested by 
tTouncilwoman Nancy K. Parker, 
was adopted Monday by a vote of 7- 
4 with CouncUmen John A. Baum, 
Harold Heischober and John L. 
Perry, and Vice Mayor Robert V. 
Fentress dissenting. Pfefry had orig- 
inally voted with the majority but 
changed his vcxe later. 

Councilman John D. Moss said 
that more attention should be paid 
to the people who are lobbying in 
Richmond. He said that the bills are 
promoted by the building industry. 
What effect will the bills have on 
the taxpayns? he asked. 

The resolution states that the 
legislation proposed would alter the 
precedent established by the 
Supreme Court of Virginia regard- 
ing the vesting of certain rights in 
existing zoning (the point at which 
the local governing bodies would 
have no right to change the zon- 
ing), and conflicts with the Com- 
monwealth's current enabling 
legislation empowering 
municipalities to zone property. 

Zoning property is one of the 
few land use management tools 
av^lable to municipalities to man- 
age and ]»omote growth consonant 
with the efficient expenditure of 
public funds, the resolution points 
out. 

At the same time the Legislature 
is considering these bills, Parker 
said, the transfer^urchase of devel- 
opment rights (TDR/PDR), rec- 
ommended by council, has been 
placed in a study and will not be 
considoed until next year. 

TDR and PDR have been sug- 
gested as a way to manage growth 
in the southern part of the city. 

The resolution asks that the 
Gennal Assembly defeat any legis- 

lauon which restricts die ability ot ' 
mimicipalities to zone property. 

Moss said that vesting rights is 
like increasing local taxes. He said 
that these bills would fiave more of 
an impact on taxpayers than the 
TDR plan. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said 
that Fairfax County's Audrey 
Moore said the bills would have a 
devastating effect on localities. 
Obemctorf said that the bills are not 
there by accident, ^he said that 
Moore was hq)ing "we would make 
a strong showing against the bills" 
which affect the entire structure of 
local government. She said that it 
would be a cut back in the control 
cities and counties now have. She 
said that conditions would not be 
permitted on property without the 
owner's permission. 

Moss said he did not think the 
citizens understand how the bills 
will affect their quality of life and 
taxes. 

When asked when property own- 
ers now have- vested rights in their 
propCTty, City Attorney Leslie Lil- 
ley said that the underiying criteria 
is the expenditure of funds. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said that the zoning ordinances 
wouki have to be changed. 

Assistant City Attorney William 
M^ali said that House Bill 1122, 
known as the Jackson Vesting Bill 
is beyond anything that has ever 
been in existence in this century. It 
says that a landowner's rights shall 
be vested in his zoning and not af- 
fected by a subsequent amendment 
to the zoning ordinance when the 
legislative body has accepted prof-

$228,525 In Improvements Approved 
For Kempsville Greens Golf Cmse 



If the city is to continue in the 
golf business, it should have some 
staff persons knowledgeable about 
golf. 

Councilwoman Reba McCTanan 
expressed this point of view before 
voting against a $228,525 appro- 
priation for improvements at the 
Kempsville Greens Golf Course. 

The expenditure was ^proved by 
other members of council, however, 
and with the support of the 
Kempsville Greens Civic Associa- 
tion. 

Corrective action was required, 
according to the staff, to improve 
the safety and aesthetics of the 
course jeopardized when a developer 
built homes too close to the course. 

The changes to correct the impact 
of the developer were recommended 
by the consulting firm of Ault, 
Clark and Associates, Ltd. They 
address the initial concern^ for pro- 
tection of adjacent dwelling units at 
holes #1, #4, #11, #12 and #13. 
Also, hole #8 was modified to in- 
crease the par to accommodate the 
reduction of the par on hole #1. 
Iminx)vements at holes #14 through 
#18 will provide buffering as a 
protection for other course areas. 
Alternatives were suggested as a 
second phase if the initial 
modifications do not improve the 
problems at holes #1 and #2. 

The money will come from the 
Golf Course Enterprise Fund which 
amounts to 5620,909. City Man- 
ager Aubrey V. Watts Jr. said the 
money is designated for course im- 
provemrats. 

On the suggestion of residents, 
council will consider later the in- 
stallation of netting on the 12th 
fairway. This would cost an addi- 
tional $22,000. 

"We don't have anybody on the 
staff U-ained on golf courses," Mc- 
Clanan said. "Have we done any- 
thing to see the same things do not 
occur again?" She said that the 
same things were discussed three 
years ago. She asked whether the 
city had anyone who has the back- 
ground to review tuture goit course 
applications. "People are asking me 
questions all the time," she said. 
For instance, how much land is 
required for a golf course? 

Alfred Whitehurst, director of 
Parks and Recreation, said that the 
city does not have anyone^specially 
rained in golf course development, 
but that the Red Wing and 
Kempsville Greens courses are in 
better condition than ever, "We 
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have a good maintenance pogram." 
The staff also knows, he said, that 
150 acres are needed for a good golf 
course. 

"If we don't have the expertise to 
deal with them, we shoultbi't allow 
them," NfcClanan rqilied. 

Whitehurst also said that the 
course will not be closed during the 
constructicm. 

Problems first arose in the late 
spring of 1989 when residents be- 
came concerned over the construc- 
tion adjacent to the course. Changes 
in the types of homes permitted on 
some of the parcels had been 
granted administratively so that the 
residents were unaware of the 
changes until the construction was 
started. Council also was not aware 
of the changes. 
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The development adjacent to the 
course had created incompatible land 
uses. 

A staff report states that a prece- 
dent has been set in Virginia where 
golf holes have been closed and golf 
courses shut down until safety 
problems are rectified. 

On May 22, last year, council 
directed the city manager to make 
recommendations to assure that the 
course and the public at Kempsville 
Greens are inx>tected. 

The work will include 
transplanting trees, additional land- 
scaping, new tees and bunkers, 
additional and/or regraded fairways, 
new greens, relocation of cart paths- 
and netting. Most of the work will 
be done in the spring and fall, 
Whitehurst said. 



Parent-Child Education Program 
Designed For L^-income Homes 



Local Social Services and educa- 
tion officials have proposed a par- 
ent-child education program de- 
signed to prepare children from low- 
income homes for school. 

llie program would be modeled 
after-the Avance program in San 
Antonio which was founded in 
1973 as a private non-profit, com- 
munity-based organization which 
serves predominantly low-income 
families living in or near Federal 
housing projects. 

B.J. Williams, of the local So- 
cial S^^ices Department said that 
the local organizers are looking at 
targeting 30 families which may 
have three to four children e^h and 
a budget of $69,000. 

Williams and Ester Coleman, of 
the Virginia Beach Public Schools, 
visited the Avance program in San 
Antonio last May on the sugges- 
tion of Councilwoman Nancy 
Parker who had learned about the 
program in San Antonio in the fall 
of 1988. 

The program is aimed at helping 
parents develop skills to prepare 
their chiliken for a successful 
school career. 

At a recent -council workshop, 
Williams said that in San Antonio 
program originators had foimd that 
the parenting skills of the parents 
in low-income areas were not ade- 
quate and that while preschool pro- 
grams existed for the four- and five- 
year olds, work had to be started 
much earlier. Problems which 
cropped up in later years, such as 
dropouts and teenage pregnancy, 
couild be traced back to the early 
yeas. 

The program would focus on 
children three and under and their 
parents. In San Antonio the high 
Hi^anic population was targeted, 
Virginia Be^h does not have a high 
Hispanic population, Williams 
said, "But we have a low-income 
(group) and have parents with low 
paraiting skills." 

The program would last nine 
months, for three hours a day, cme 
(by a,«%ek. 

San Antonio, with a $1 million 
budget, has approximately 2,000 
[Ht^run particiimnts. 

The local committee studying the 
program consists of Dr. Spiva, 
Virginia BeKh school board; Dr- 
Edwnd Brown, executive diirctor to 
tte superintendent of schools: Dr.

Moyers said that the school sys- 
tem operated a program in Windsor 
Oaks based on a parent-teach^ pro- 
gram in Missouri. Established eight 
years ago with a budget of $32,0(X), 
the program, she said, should be 
altered to include children from the 
time they are bom to the time they 
go to school. 

She said that parents are taught 
to do things with children to pre- 
pare them for school, such as toy 
making, reading and taking care of j 
physical problems before starting 
school. 

A program is conducted each 
month lor parents, but is handi- 
capped by lack of funds and could 
not be extended to the home. She 
said that the parents in the program 
want to improve and that the pro- 
gram does not have parents from 
the lower spectrum. 

Moyers said that with the help of 
the community, thd' candidates for 
the program were found in a door- 
to-doOT canvass. 

Rivera said that the committee is 
looking for funding for the 
"Avance" program from the city and 
other agencies. He said that the 
committee has not been able to 
identify state and federal funds for 
the program. The people targeted 
are already in the high risk cate- 
gory. Like Headstart, Rivera said, 
the program does show results. 

At present, Williams said, no 
one addresses the 0-3 age group. 

She said that some children have 
several behavioral problems at the 
age of five. Starting with them at 
four is too late, she said. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
congratulated the group for bringing 
various agencies together in framu- 
lating the problem. She said when 
she first came to council she was 
struck by the lack of correlaUon 
between the various agencies.

The Adopt-A-Beach Program was modeled after the city's Adopt-A-High- 
way Program, which encourages community organiz£rtions and individuals 
to adopt a one-mile stretch of beach and keep their pe<;tion litter-fi:ee. The 
volunteers are also encouraged to participate in the city's landscape services 
division's annual volunteer dune grass planting program to help stabilize 
Virginia Beach's dune system. 

The groups agree to conduct ^eir litter cleanups at least four times per 
year on a designated day. The designated cleanups coincide with Clean 
Community Awareness Week i^ April, Clean the Bay Day in lune. Na- 
tional Coast Wedc in September and National Recycle Month in October. 

In return, the city furnishes the volunteers with the necessary materials 
and supplies and will also post signs at both ends of the adopted group. In

Last fall, I read an article in Parade Magazine by Herbert Kupferberg, who, 
asserted that "After all these years, Abe Lincoln is about to become a best- 
selling author." ^ 

He was referring to Speeches and Writings, by Abraham Lincoln, recently 
published by The Library of America and taken up by four bookclubs. The 
two volumes contain debates, speeches, poliUcal and personal corre^wp- 
dence, even poetry by the 16th president whose birthday anniversary we ob- 
serve on Mwiday, Feb. 12. 

Lincoln was remembered again a few weeks ago in the January 15 issue 
of Newsweek. Under the heading, "The Great Moral Stake of the Moment," 
the editor commented, "Perhaps not since Abraham Lincoln's Second Inau- 
gural has a head of state delivered a speech as searching as Vaclaw Havel's 
New Year's Day address to Czechoslovakia." 

Lik? Lincoln. Havel sought to unify his country by challenging his fel- 
low citizens to face the past but to assume responsibility for their future 
freedom. "The worst think is that we are living in a decayed moral environ- 
ment . . . Notions such as love, friendship, compassion, humility and for- 
giveness have lost their depth and dimension ... We cannot lay all the 
blame on those who ruled us before . . . because it could detract from the 
responsibility each of us now faces . . . This, it seems to me, is the great 



Jmmedk^efy ^r his de<UK Lincoln be- 
cmnt sonmMm of a folk hero, almost an 
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moral *tafe of the present momem." 

One hundred twenty-five years ago, Lincoln's thoughts too, were on re- 
uniting his country and healing the wounds of war. The end of the conflici 
was clearly in sight. Lee's Army was under siege in Petersburg. Sherman 
had left a wide track of destruction through Georgia and the Carolinas. Bui 
Lincota's thoughts were not on revenge. He recognized that the great moral 
stake of that moment depended on compassion and forgiveness. 

In his address he asked for "malice toward none" and "charily for all," 
calling on the people "to bind up the nation's wounds; to care for him who 
shall have borne the battle, and for his widow, and his orphan - to do all 
which may achieve and cherish a just and lasting peace." - 

Lincohi himself bore the scars of the war. Photographs taken of him ^wi 
after this last inaugural address, March 4, 1865, reveal a gaunt, tired man

N(v 
was Lincoln sjpatd. ¥^ was criticized for violatitfg civil libmies during the 
war. 

Still, he had continued for four years to expound the aims of the war. 
ProM>ly the sufM'eme exivessicm of his concejAion of democracy was for- 
mulated in tlw Mef address he made at the dedication of the military ceme- 
S(y at Gettysburg, Pa., November 29, 1863. On that occasion, he reminded 
e citizens that our nation, conceived in liberty, was "dedicated to the 
propositicHT that all men are created tqfui." 

We cannot recall Lincoln's birthday smniversary without remembering his 
tragic death. He was as much a victim of the war as any of the soldiers 
killed on the battlefield. Just over a month after taking his oath of office for 
the second time, he was slain by an assassin. While attending a play at 
t^(»d's Theater in Washington, on April 14. 186S, he was shot by the actor 
John Wilkes Booth, and died eaxly the next mining. 

He did not live to see his Emanc^tion Proclamation of New Year's Day 
1863 beoMne a reality i(x all fonuu slaves. But the Thirteenth Amendment 
to tlw United States Constitution was ratified on December 6, 1865, the 
yearhedied. 

Immediately aft» his death, Lincoln became s(Hnething of a folk hero, 
alnK»t an Amoican ^t. Now, according to Paul M. Angle, "Ama-icans 
are coming to see Lincoln as utterly human but with towering virtues, 
while in maiy countries, as well as in the United Statra, he is lo<dced up as 
the finest prodiKt of democracy and as its greatest expcnenL"

Harold Heischober: "I think 
the report is kind to all parties in- 
volved." From the telephone calls 
he gets, he said, he has learned that 
the "population feels council can in 
fact take control of the situation and 
wish Labor Day Weekend away . . . 
I wish that was so, but in the real 
world it is that it is not the 



inerogative of council that it will 
go away ..." He sakl that now too 
many groups are acting indepen- 
dently, '^ttl do not feel we sIkniM 
relepte the overseeing on what 
should be done to any c<Mnmittee or 
commissi(Xi. We are the ultimate 
leaders. We should ask for help of 
all groups." He said that Baum said 
that he is troubled over the fact that 
council is going to have to spend 
money on a lawsuit. But if the city 
takes over the event, he said, it may 
be liable, not only to the visitors, 
but to its own citizens, its own 
shop owners because "we haven't 
made a safe city. It hurts everybody 
... Do we really have the time? 
That's what bothers me ... We 
have a very, very difficult situation 
that we can't spend more time on 
reports and more imput ... I 
firmly believe the mayor has the 
ability to pull the affair together 
and am willing \o assist . . . Seven 
months is not a long time . . . This 
is not an easy situation. 

Later he mentioned problems 
with limited grography and logis- 
tics. "Do we believe we can pleas- 
antly deter the students? "Make it a 
weekend all can be proud of.

Chiring the week Tom Ammons 
spends his time in a court room as 
a general district court judge, but 
once the weekend rolls around he 
can be found at the Virginia Beach 
SPCA up to his elbows in soap 
suds. 

A member of the SPCA's board 
of directors for about one year, 
Ammons, 46, has been volunteer- 
ing every Saturday for six months 
at the shelter on Holland Road. 

"I like dogs so much. I want to 
make sure while the animals are 
there they're comfortable and well 
cared for," he said. 

Ammons' main job is to bathe 
the dogs at the SPCA. On a typical 
day, from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m., he 
said he might wash as many as 12 
dogs. The baths take place in a 
grooming room which features a 
bathtub which is elevated two to 
tteee feet off the floor. Larger dogs, 
such as Great Danes, are washed 
outside, if the weather permits.

Virginia Beach citizens, who 
have the only toU road in Hampton 
Roads area, should be given & 
chance to exfffess their Uioughts on 
whether or not the toll should be 
continued to help finance^Uie pro- 
posed Southeastern Expressway,. 
Councilman John D. Moss said 
Monday. "' 

At his suggestion, council 
adopted a resolution requesting the 
General Assembly to defer any 
modification to the statute 
authorizing the Virginia Beach- 
Norfolk Expressway/State Route 44 
until public hearings are held at the 
local level and until the State has 
made a commitment to build the 
Southeastern Expressway. 

The vote was 7-2 with Vice 
Mayor Robert E. Fentress and 
Councilman William D. Sessoms 
dissenting. Councilman Harold 
Heischober had left the Chamber 
shortly before the vote and Coun- 
cilman John A. Baum had left ear- 

lio'. 

Last week the State Senate voted 
37-1 to approve an open-ended ex- 
tension of the 25-cent toll on Route 
44 with the sole vote against the 
bill, sutmiitted by Sen. Clarence A. 
Holland, D-Virginia Beach. Beach, 
cast by Sen. Mark L. Earley, R- 
Chesapeake. 

Moss said that the Slate had 
made a commitment to the citizens 
to life the tolls in 1992, after 20 
years of tolls to pay for the facility. 
He pointed out that it was the only 
toll road in Hampton Roads and 
that the General Assembly initiated 
the legislation without hearings. 

After the debt on 44 is laid in 
1992, the toll proceeds, under the 
proposed legislation, would be used 
to support constructtfen of the 
Southeastern Expressway through 
Chesapeake and Virginia Beach 
which would cost as much as $500 
million. The Expressway also 
would be a toll faciUty. 

When the bill reaches the house, 
it is expected to face the opposition 
of House Del. Glenn B. McClanan, 
D-Virginia Beach, who pointed out 
that there is no consensus among 
Virginia Beach residents that the 
Expre^way is needed.

Council To Consider Interracial Business 
And Civil Coalition Labor Day Weekend

\ proposal to use t|ie,Interracial 
"B siness m^ Civic Coalition of 
Virginia Beach as a nucleus for a 
Labor Day Coordinating^mmil- 
tee will be considered by city 
cil next Monday. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf Mon- 
day at a work session invited other 
council members to submit alter- 
nate proposals as well. 

Obemdorf, in a three-day resolu- 
tion she read to council Monday, 
suggested that council appoint the 
committee and later acknowledged 
that the Interracial Business and 
Civic Coalition of Virginia Beach 
could serve as that committee with 
scnne additional members appointed 
by Council. The co-chairman of the 
Coalition, Mary Redd, executive 
director of the Urban League of 
Hampton Roads, Inc., and Kal 
Kassir, chairman of the Resort 
Leadership Council, later at the 
formal council session volunteered 
the services of the coalition as a 
coordinating committee with addi- 
tional members appointed by coun- 
cil. 

Redd pointed out that the Coali- 
tion, formed last October by the 
Urban League and the Resort Lead- 
ership Council, consists of Virginia 
Beach citizwis and are therefore not 
only concerned about what happens 
on Labor Day weekend 1990 but are 
taxpayers. She said that the Coali- 



tion is not saying the city should 
plan events, but that it should help 
make them possible. "We want to 
heip-ye*"; 

K^ir pointed <Nilthat since the 
Coalition is already in place it 
could provide a nucleus for a coor- 
jlinating committee. 

Neither Redd, nor Kassir, nor a 
student member of the Coalition, 
Arthui- Jarrett, Jr., could say how 
many visitors, black students from 
a number of states and others the 
assembly might attract, to prepare 
for. 

Jarrett, a scholarship student at 
Norfolk State University, estimated 
about 100,000, the same number 
reported to have attended the 1989 
celebration which ended in riots and 
looting. 

Council members, however, gave 
no indication they were interested in 
appointing a committee at all. 
There was some confusion about 
whether the committee would be a 
city agency or a private agency. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that she did not intend to vote 
to appoint any group. Councilman 
John L. Perry maintained that the 
Labor Day visitors should be treated 
like any other group that comes to 
the beach. 

Obemdorf said that she had used 
as background for her resolution a 
review submitted by City Manj^er 
Aubrey V. Watts, Jr., at the direc- 
tion of council. The information in 
the report consists of a compilation 



of four reports submitted on the 
Labor Day weekend as well as a 
summary of comments made by 
council on the reports and possible 
steps that couircil could take fw 
UborDay 1990. 

Since the resoludon was pr^ared 
prior to the briefing in an executive 
session Monday by City Attorney 
Leslie Lilley on the city's potential 
liability in various scenarios, the 
resolution was referred to him for 
reexamination. 

Obemdorf said that she was 
looking for some response from 
council, that if someone could 
come up with another idea with 
goals that could be accomplished 
more easily, she would welcome 
the opportunity. She said that La- 
bor Day 1990 could not move for- 
ward without agreement from at 
least six council members. 

McClanan asked whether Obem- 
dorf intended for the Coalition to be 
the committee appointed by coun- 
cil, Obemdorf said that she did with 
a few more people. 

"An expanded committee?" per- 
sisted McClanan. The Coalition has 
34 members. 

Obemdorf said that she would be 
delighted if any council memberi 
cones up with another pr^Tal bat 
that council needed something to 
start a dialogue.

Due To Opposing Citizens, Little fieck 
Fire Station Project Is Pushed Back

An OBtpouring of o|^sttion to 
the location of the Liule Neck Fire 
Station on a site on Oxford Road 
has pushed the project back until 
alternatives are consSSeied. 

On the motion of Lynnhaven 
Borough Councilman Albert Balko, 
city council Monday unanimously 
voted to defer plans for the jMOject, 
iirecting the City Manage Aubrey 
V. Watts Jr. to look at allcrnalive 
sites. 

"There's always a pusslbilily," 
however, said Balko, "that council 
may come back to the site." 

Council acquired the 9.24-acre 
site know as Brill Field in 1983 to 
use as a recreational field and a fire 
nation site. The land cost $700,000 
and its purchase (M-cscnied an attrac- 
tive alternative for the residents to a 
riK^ing center. The fire station, a 
<Mie-bay facility, would be located 
on .7 KTt of the parcel. The site is 



located at the corner of Oxford 
Drive and King's Grant Road. Four 
soccer fields are located elsewhere 
on the site. 

Relocation of the fire station to 
another location would require an 
additional expenditure to purchase 

^xording to staff. 

Fire Chief Harry E. Diezel said 
the city has already incurred design 
and architectural fees. The station 
would contain approximately 6,000 
square feet, would be constricted of 
brick and designed to bf architec- 
turally compatible with the sur- 
rouiKiing Kighborhood. 

Residents say they want the fire 
station but not at that location. 
They say that the station would be 
located on a main rcMd and not a 
residential suect, that the location 
of the station there will create a 
safely hazard f(» ll« people in ihe 
neighborhood, the thousands of 
people who use the recreational fa- 
cilities and to the firemen. 

Some residents support the pro- 



jecL 

Jack Jennings, a former city 
council member who lives in 
King's Grant, said that if the city 
h^ not purchased the property for a 
fire station and recreation center, it 
would have been a shopping center.

Are We On Tlie Right Track With Our Students?

I was in die committee mating on restructuring middle level grades sev- 
eral weeks ago wheffisne of the questions posed by a curriculum specialist 
was should the system intenuonally do away with tracking when middle 
schools are instituted, in 1992, in Virginia Beach? The attention of the en- 
tire group picked up, particularly the teacher representatives in the group. 
We have tracked children in schools for a long time and it shard to imagine 
how it could be done any other way. More importantly, we must understand 
why we should stop tracking sttidents. Our group assignment was to review 
the research and be prepared to debate the issue at our next meeting. 

Several days after the meeting, I flipped through my "Journal of Virginia 
Education" published by the Virginia Education Association and found a 
well written article on the very subject.

The DAR Is Celebrating George Washington's Birthday

Since its inception 100 years ago, the National Society Daughters of the 
American Revolution has faithfully celebrated Washington's Birthday. Thf 
1890s have been called naughty, gay, the Gaslight Era artd the Gi Wed Agd 
but few are aware diat it was also the dawn of women's clulps, especially 
hereditary organizations. 

Following the centennial events commemorating the Declaration of In- 
dependence and the Constitution, a wave of patriotism swept the land. 
There was a renewed interest in the nation's history and heritage, and indi- 
viduals began to search fw their own roots. 

These observances also reminded the citizens that the country had 
stopped celebrating historic events, such as the Fourth of July and Wash- 
ington's Birthday, and had neglected to preserve sites associated with the 
nation's beginnings. 1890 was the year of the founding of the largest 
patriotic society for women, the Daughters of the American Revolution, 
which sought to remedy these oversights. 

The Daughters first celebrated Washington's Birthday on Feb. 22, 1891 
in Washington with a gala reception, at which the new president general of 
the National Society and first lady, Mrs. Benjamin Harrison were received. 
For many years thereafter, the DAR held its Continental Congress in 
February to honor the memory of the first president.

Lhapters and state societies of the DAR were encouraged to commemo- 
rate Washington's birthday with special events in their areas. At first, local 
Tidewater chapters celebrated individually. Then, in 1953, several chapters 
met jointly for a patriotic program on the Saturday closest to the 22nd of 
Febmary. 

This tradition has continued for the past 37 years. However, the time has 
changed to the Saturday during the three-day weekend, which, unf(»tu- 
nately, never falls on the traditional date. Nor is this event being celebrated 
in the traditional way by the public. In 1990, George Washington's birth- 
day will be observed by most citizens as a "sellabration" rather than a cele- 
bration.

"I used to sprad all my allowance 
on paperback books. I never had 
any money but I had lots of 
books," said Seatack Elem^fitary 
School Reading Resources teacher. 
Leslie Quinlan. 

Quintan's passion for reading re- 
cently earned her the title of Vir- 
ginia Btach 1990 Reading Teacher 
of the Year, as well as Reading 
Teacher of the' Year for the state of 
Virginia. 

Bom in Illinois but raised in 
Charleston. W.Va., Quinlan said 
she began reading at an eulyage. 
After graduating from high school 
in 1959, the Faiifield Gardens resi- 
dent attended Miami University in 
Oxford. Ohio, where she double 
majored in Engli^ and teaching. 

Quinlan landed her first teaching 
job in Grand Blani, Mich., as an 
advanced high school English 
teacher. During her second year of 
teaching she gave birth to her first 



After the (^inlan family trans 
ferred to Virginia Beach, Quinlffli 
be^ui teaching seventh gr^ read- 
ing at Lynnhaven Junior High 
School. Three years latCT, in 1984, 
she trjDisfened to Ind^ndence Ju- 
nior to teach developmental reading 
and reading skills to grades seven 
through nine. In 1985, Quinlan 
obtained her cunent position at 
Seatack where she teaches grades 
one through six. 

"I really like the adolescoits. If I 
had to pidc, that's my favorite," she 
said. 

Quinlan was nominated to tte 
Virginia Beach Reading Council 
Committee f(x the Teach^ of the 
Year award. The committee screened 
all the applicants, one from each 
school, and narrowed it down to 
three people. The Virginia Beach 
school admini^rators then made the 
final decision.. Quinlan's name was 
then sent to the state committee and 
was chosen out of 14 other appli- 
cants. 

"It was thrilling," she said.

As the reading resource teacher, 
Quinlan is "in charge of managing 
th&reading program in the school."

I 
naturally fell into iL It seemed the 
natural thing to do," said Quinlan,

At the Constitutional Convention, Alexander 
Hamilton proposed that the president hold office fa* life, and no fewer than 
60 baUots were needed before the method of selecting the president was de- 
cked. 

Forrest McDonald wrote of Washington, "He was indis[«nsable to the 
American experiment in self-government, and the success of his adminis- 
tration made possible the success of the government ... I suggest that the 
Americans of the Revolutionary generation, given their fear and distrust of 
executive authority, would not have been willing to make the presidency 
part of the Constitution at all tyi^ not Washington been available to fill the 
office." 



Although Washington was reluctant to take on this new responsibility, 
he expressed optimism about the new nation in words which we can 
appreciate today. "We are surrounded by the blessings of nature ... In 
short, it seems as if we should want little besides common sense and 
common honesty to make us a great and happy people." 

George Washington left America quite a legacy. His greatness lay in his 
unselfish patriotism and his unassailable character. It was his modest ap- 
proach to the presidency which defined the role of the chief executive for 
years to come. As President Calvin Coolidge said. "His was directing spirit 
without which there would have been no Independence, no Union, no 
Constitution, and no Republic ... In wisdom of action, in purity of char- 
dctei, he stands alone."

Students may choose from nearly 
50 courses, including Creative 
Writing, Calculus, Economics, 
Political Science, Physics, Meteo- 
rology and several foreign lan- 
guages. Some courses have prereq- 
uisites which are listed in a course 



schedule that will be available in all 
high schools. Students may register 
for the courses at their schools. 
Classes will be conducted on the 
, college campus and at various high 
schools. 

The college course semester 
grades will be used in computing 
the student's high school grade av- 
erage. Six semester hours will be 
equivalent to one high school unit. 
Three semester hours will be equal 
to one-half unit. The student must 
request that Tidewater Community 
College send an official trmiscript 
to the high Kihool principal. 

The dual-cr(edit plan goes into ef- 
fect in September, 1990. The dual 
enrollment agreement will offer 
students a wider range of course 
options, eliminate duplications of 
programs, facilities, and equipment, 
and encourage students to pursue 
post-sec(xulary education. 



Bush Recognizes Methane Plant 



President George Bush recognized 
Virginia Beach's methane-to-energy 
conversion program briefly as he 
addressed the United States Conf^- 
ence of Mayors in a meeting held 
recently in the nation's capitol. 
Virginia Beach Mayw Meyera E. 
ObemAcd was in attendance. 

In speaking of the responsibility 
of cities toward their environment. 
Bush mentioned the creative landfill 
project, that opened nearly a year 
ago, at Mount Trashmore II. The 
new 9-megawatt plant, which de- 
rives its energy entirely from oth- 
erwise wasted landfill gases gener- 
ates enough power to save 150,000 
barrels of oil annually, thereby 
providing electricity for 10,000 
housdtolds. 

the metnane conversion project 
was developed through the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, Waste 
Management Division, and was 
implemented through cooperative 
efforts by the city, the local power 



company, and private industry. The 
city will receive the benefit of 
$10,000 a month for the next 20 
years and the plant is operated by 
private industry, at no cost to the 
public. 

Since its opening, the methane- 
to-energy plant has been written up 
in government and scientific jour- 
nals across the nation. Virginia 
Beach has received inquiries about 
the sound environmental process 
from as far away as Australia. 

Two weeks prior to the presi- 
dent's address before mayors from 
across the national, the city's 
methane promotion had been ac- 
cepted on an international level by 
the United States Information 
Agency - USIA, which will be tak- 
ing materids explaining the project 
on a traveling exhibit — ENVI- 
RONMENTAL - USA, in 1991. 
The exhibit will tour Poland, Hun- 
gary, and other eastern European 
countries.

As our resources and fiscal responsibilities, are stretched furtiier and fur- 
ther, city departments arc looking for innovative ways to stretch the tax 
dollars.

Norrington Speaks On Houseplants 
To Aragona Garden Club Members

Sped^ To The Sun 



Do you have a yen to grow 
houseplants that are lush, green and 
gorgeous? Follow the lead of 
Chuck NOTrington, master gar(tener. 
and an indoor green thumb is prac- 
tically guanmteed. 

"In Grandma's day," said 
Norrington, recently speaking at 
Aragona Garden Club, "houseplants 
thrived. Grandma had no centtal 
heat or air conditioning." 

Today, temperatures can be l^t 
within acceptable raiges by keeping 
plants away from drafts, and air 
conditioning (x heat ducts. 

Acceptable humidity is assisted 
by grouping plants atop a half-inch 
of aquarium gravel or broken stone 
in shallow trays. Water poured in 
the gravel beneath the plants hu- 
midifies by evaporation. Plants in 
or near showers, sinks or tubs 
benefit from such placement. Addi- 
tional humidity for plants not so 
well placed is achieved by misting 
from any spray bottle. 

Most house plants, said 
Norrington, thrive with four hours 
of good, bright light a day. Not di- 
rect sunlight, however, which can 
bum. 

Supplendental lighting can keep a 
steady flow of rejuvenated plants to 
living areas. A spare room equipped 
with a four-foot fluorescent shop 
light, two 40-watt cool blue fluo- 
rescent lights and one 25-watt in- 
candescent bulb to provide light a 
foot above leaf surface meets all 
lighting requirements, and is excel- 
lott f(H^ African violets. 

N(MTingt(N) does not recommend 
fertilizing plants newly acquired 
from a commercial source. Fre- 
quently they have been "pushed" 
with fertilizer lo make them mar- 
ket^eady, am! (ton't require fertiliza- 
tion for a few months. 

Otherwise, he said, "observe na- 
use. Houseplants don't lose their 
leaves in the fall, but growth 
slows. Don't feed them." This usu- 
ally occure in October or Novem- 
ber. "When the plant breaks dor-

mancy," he added, "that's when it's 
hungry. 

"I operate on the theory that a 
litde fertilizer is good. Less is bet- 
ter. In making the solution, I use 
one half the fertilizer or double the 
water called for. Starting in March, 
I feed every other watering cycle," 
he said. 

Norrington recommends water 
drawn the day before use. The chlo- 
rine will have evaporated and the 
water will be room temperattire. To 
test for water need, he uses 
Grandna's cake testing technique. 
Instead of a broomsttaw, he inserts 
a pencil into the soil. If soil sticks 
to the pencil, delay wat^ng. When 
it comes out "clean" and dry, it's 
time to water again. 

Norrington waters plants in a 
sink or tub, allows them to drain 
and waters again. He recommends 
the complete flusing out of fertil- 
izer every six months for most 
pots; once a year for large contain- 
ers. This is done by multiple 
waterings which rid containers of 
accumubtted salt deposits. 

For "troubled" plants. Norrington 
recommends washing them particu- 
larly d>e undersides. A teaspoon of 
wood ashes spread on the growing 
medium and watered in is used to 
eliminate fungus gnats, while alco- 
hol on a cotton swao is sudden 
death to mealy bugs. Ants are no 
problem when a sticky substance 
siKh as Vaseline is spread on the 
base (tf the plant to "tn^" them. 

An effective home recipe for 
lM>usq)lant spray can be made by 
mixing in a one-quart measure; one 
cup alcohol, one tablespoon dor- 
mant (Volk) oil, one tablespoon 
vinegar (or cme tablespoon Safer 
InsectKidal Soap), and one teaspoon 
di^washing liquid (or shampoo). 
FBI the omtainer widi water to the 
one-quat measure. 

Nwrington's soil? One part peat, 
one i»rt perlite, one part builder's 
ssni. 

And voila! Your thumb is grey- 
ing evm as you read.

Burning of matted layn-s of dead 
(X "rank" vegetation accomplishes 
Uuee tilings: It removes choked un- 
(tergrowdi. stimulates new growth 
by releasing nuti-ients to die soil, 
and exposes root stocks to foraging 
geese. Extensive studies have 
clearly demonsuated that i^operiy 
managed bums signific^tly im- 
prove regeneration in ajeas widi 
excessive biiildq) of tsak vegeta- 
tion. 



All burning is being conducted 
by personnel specially trained for 
diat purpose, and in suict compli- 
ance with procedures ouUined in the 
refuge's Marsh and Water, and Fire 
Management Plans. Conditions 
under which burning is permitted, 
such as wind speed and direction, air 
temperature, and relative humidity, 
constitute a "prescription" {(x 
burning.

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Organizational Games which are 
held every two years. The Golden 
Olympics is Virginia's only quali- 
fying site for the nationals. Seniors 
must qualify in the Olympics before 
representing the state nationally. 
Syracuse, N.Y. will host the 1991 
nationals. 

"All four (races) broke records," 
he said. 

He completed the 1,500 meter 
race walk in eight minutes, 32 sec- 
onds; the 5K race walk in 29 min- 
utes, 42 seconds; the 5K run in 20 
minutes, 17 seconds; and the lOK 
run in 43 minutes, 48 seconds. 

Daman competed in 25 races last 
year and plans to compete in 
Golden Olympics events this year. 
He was unable to go last year be- 
cause he was competing in another 
race event at that time. 

"I'm not 100 percent sure, but I 
hope I can," he said. 

Virginia Beach has participated in 
the Annual Virginia Recreation and 
Park Society's Golden Olympics for 
ten years, said Gloria Alley, super- 
visor for senior citizens, Virginia 
Beach Department of Parks and 
Recreations. 

Between 550 to 600 seniors 
have participated through them over 
the last decade. 

Some seniors go on their own 
and don't notify the Virginia Beach 
Recreation department, she said. 
Therefore, they cannot note exactly 
how many seniors from the area at- 
tend. 

Some of the events are: track and 
field, swimming, race walking, 
archery, golf, mini-golf, canasta, 
bridge and checkers. 

The only requirements are the the 
participants must be 55 or older and 
that "they come with a good atti- 
tude," said Hurt. The participants 
have a complete physical and sign a 
waiver form before participating in 
any events. 

First aid is provided on the site, 
she added. 

The event is also somewhat of a

vacation, said Alley. It typically 
"costs a litde better $100" for ev- 
erything. The buses from Virginia 
Beach go up a day ahead of schedule 
so that preparations can be done in 
a relaxed manner. The $100 covers 
four nights lodging, plus all meals 
and transportation. 

The first Golden Olympics had 
250 participants, said Alley, but 
Virginia Beach didn't participate. 
After hearing about the event, Al- 
ley got the seniors in her area in- 
volved. 

It's one of the "best programs to 
come along for the older adults," 
she said. 

They can participate regardless of 
skill level and they don't have to be 
a participant to go. Alley added. 
Often, friends and family come just 
to watch the games. 

Hurt stressed that the events were 
to promote fun and togetherness 
among the participants. Many of 
them have been competing regu- 
larly every year, she said. 

The Olympics builds "closer 
relationships, friendships and a 
beautiful comraderie," said Hurt. 
"We offer the philosophy diat you 
don't stop playing because you 
grow old, you grow old because 
you stop playing." 

The Olympics also benefits the 
area that hosts it, said Hurt. 

"It's a boost to the economy for 
the area," because the 600 to 800 
participants plus their friends and 
family buy souvenirs, gasoline, 
food and lodging. The area receives 
press coverage and word-of-mouth 
advertising because the participants 
will go home and tell their friends 
about it. Hurt said. 



"They have pride in having 
hosted the event," she added. 

The Olympics uses between 300 
to 400 volunteers. Hurt said. They 
are recognized professionals in 
business and the Jaycees. Younger 
groups like the boy scouts also 
help, she said. 

The volunteers run the events, 
handle the luggage, set up evening 
socials, handle check ins and check 
outs. In short, they handle all as- 
pects of the Olympics, she said. 

A lot of volunteers come from 
the companies that sponsor the 
Olympics, said Hurt. The sponsors, 
are Blue Cross and Blue Shield of 
Virginia, Signet Bank and Virginia 
Power. 

"We've had tremendous support 
from these people," said Hurt. 

Virginia is the only state that 
uses volunteers to handle the 
Olympics, she said. 

"They use hired coordinators in 
other states," said Hurt 



The participants will stay in dif- 
ferent locations in Danville. Some 
will stay in dorms and others will 
stay in nearby motels. 

A lot of the events will be on the 
college campus, but others will be 
spread throughout die community, 
said Hurt. For example, Uie golf 
events will take place at the local 
golf course. 

The food service at Averette 
College will prepare the meals and 
adjust them according to the needs' 
of the older people by making sure 
that they are lower in salt and 
cholesterol, she said. 

"Averette is good about adjustmg , 
die menu," she added. 

To further promote health and 
comfort, they are adding a new 
warm up and cool down period to 
the schedule as well as more train- 
ing. These thigj^s are "good habits" 
to practice, she said.

Councilman John Moss, 
Kempsville borough 
rei^esentative, said, although he 

doesn't play golf, it was his 
undra^tanding that the golf course 
was "intolerable." He agreed on 
making the improvements to 
make the course "more 
<x)mpetitive and playable." 

According to Haigler. there 
have been several other 
improvements made to the golf 
course since the city began 
operating it in 1987. Fencing 
was installed, new sand was 
placed on the traps and seeding 
was put down on the fairways. 

"The golf course is in much 
better condition because of the 
improvements we've made and we 
have a good maintenance and 
professional staff over there," he 
said. 

The golf course, formerly 
named KempsviUe Meadows Golf 
Course, was purchased by R.G. 
Moore in 1987. He then made an 
agreement with the city to 
operate the course. The golf 
course currendy features water on 
the back nine holes, sand traps, a 
pro shop, a concession 
stand/snack bar that serves 
breakfast and lunch, a driving 
rjuige, putting green and pull and 
gas carts. 

The city discontinued 
membership fees when it took 
over the course; players now 
must purchase a facility use card 
from die Kempsville Recreation 
Center. Green fees for residents of 
Virginia Beach are $8 for 18 
holes and $5 for nine holes. 
Winter rates for the public are 
$10 and summer rates are $1 1, 

Haigler said the golf course 
participation has increased from 
39,000 per year in 1987 to 
55,000 last year. Of the city's 
three golf courses, Kempsville 
Greens is t}ie smallest in size 
but the second most frequency 
used. Redwing Golf Course, 
located on General Booth 
Boulevard, attracts 70.000 golfers 
per year. The Bow Creek Golf 
Course visitor count lies 
somewhere in between the two. 

"People come there.they're 
treated well and Uiey want to 

come back," Haigler said of die 
Kempsville Greens course. 

The money to make the 
Kempsville Greens 

improvements comes from a self- 
supporting Golf Course' 
Enterprise Fund, which is a 
retained earnings fund. The fund, 
which is not a part of the city's 
genial fund, contains the money 
tiiat is left over from each golf 
course once all operating costs 
are paid. Haigler said it costs 
$465,000 a year to operate 
Kempsville Greens. He' is 
responsible for preparing _ the 
budgets for all three golf courses 
and overseeing the contracts for 
the golf carts, pro shops and 
snack bars. ^ 

Walston said did next step to 
making the improvements is 
hiring a consultant to do the 
actual design. Then the job is bid 
out for the actual construction, 
which Walston said may begin in 
as earlv as six months. 

"It would be nice to begin 
some wo± Uiis fall." she said.

CityAGSUms Right-Of-Way 
For Ferrell Parkway; Wildlife 
Refuge May Never See Expansion

The city will start acquiring the 
right-of-way for the portion of Fer- 
rell Parkway that is iiK^luded in the 
property the Fish and Wildlife ser- 
vice plans for the expansion of the 
Back Bay National Wildlife Refiige. 

By a vote of 6-4 (Councilman 
John Perry was absent) city council 
Monday evening adopted an ordi- 
nance authorizing the acquisition of 
the right-of-way for Ferrell Parkway 
from El Camin^Real Drive to 
Sandbridge Road and from Sand- 
bridge Road to Sandbridge Beach. 
The city was laying claim to the 
land before the Fish and Wildlife 
Service acquired it for the refuge. 

This time, council took action 
on the recommendation of the 
United Slates Department of the 
Interior and Fish a nd Wildlife Ser- 
vice to acquire the iSeded rights-of- 
way before the Service purchases 
the lands over which the Ferrell 
Parkway would pass. 

The resolution states that in the 
Service's Land Protection Plan, 
Back Bay National Wildlife Refuge, 
dated Feb. 1990, nearly all needed 
rights-of-way to construct Ferrell 
Parkway, including the city's exist- 
ing easement, are listed as priority 
1 for Kquisition by the Service. 

Anthony G. Lcger, refuge man- 
ager, said that he was not aware that 
the Ferrell Parkway right-of-way 
was considered category 1. He said 
that the category refers to areas 
threatened by development. He said 



that the property is not considered 
category 1 because of the Ferrell 
Parkway. 

Although Ferrell Parkway has 
been in the city's road plan since 
1971, that portion of the road is not 
funded in the current Capital Im- 
provement Plan. 

Voting against the ordinance 
were Mayor Meyera Oberndorf, 
Councilwomen Barbara Henley and 
Nancy Parker and Councilman John 
Moss. The four had supported a 
substitute motion to defer consider- 
ation of the ordinance until March 
when more information would be 
available. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan, 
who had introduced the ordinance, 
said that with the service itself 
suggesting the acquisition, she saw 
no reason to delay the action. 

Chuck Bowles, of 2715 Bluebell 
Drive in Sandbridge, and a member 
of the Back Bay Citizens Alliance, 
is opposed to the 10-mile acquisi- 
tion of property to extend the 
refuge. He said that the Sandbridge 
community would become isolated 
from the rest of the city, that its 
only connection now is Sandbridge 
Road. 

He said that the Cambridge De- 
velopment Company, which owns 
ten acres of land which may be in- 
volved in the purchaK and which he 
represents, asked the service for a 
time frame for the purchases, but 
was ignored. Leger said that the 
City Alliance requested that all land 
negotiations by the service be done 
in public. He said that this could 
not be done.

They're bees, and at least 44 
people in Virginia Beach, 29 in 
Chesapeake and six in 
Portsmouth, all take them 
seriously. 

These bee lovers are all 
members of the Tidewater 
Beekeepers Association, a 92- 
member organization that meets 
monthly in Chesapeake to get 
the latest buzz on bees. 

Doris Baker, of Indian Ri^^ 
Road ar¥irginia Beach, has bdt^ 
a beekeeper for 10 years. She said 
each beekeeper has their own 
reasons for keeping bees. Some 
sell the honey, some use the

beeswax and some just enjoy 
beekeq>ing as a hobby. 

"We depend so greatly on 
honeybees for pollination of our 
fruits and vegetables.

SPSA Recommends $6 Tipping Fee Increase; 
Portion Of Money To Expand Recycling Program

The Southeastern Public Service 
Authority (SPSA) is recommending 
a $6 increase effective July 1 in the 
tipping fee it charges member 
localities to pay for the increasing 
cost of solid waste disposal. Of this 
amount $1.27 is attributed to the 
cost of expanding the SPSA's 
cuibside recycling i^ogram. 

In Virginia Beach Uiat additional 
$1.27 fee translates into $162,074 
for fiscal 1991. Anticipated for fis- 
cal 1992 is a $3.78 increase or 
$82,392 in additional costs, and in 
fiscal 1993, a $5.68 increase for an 
additional $724,865 in additional 
costs. 

Contributing to the higher cost 
of disposal, Durwood Curling 
SPSA exlc^e director, told city 
council at a work session Monday 
woe: 

• New State Department of waste 
management regulations for land- 
fills. Where it cost SPSA $40,000 
an acre to build die Suffolk landfill, 
planned expansion by 60 acres will 
cost $170,000 an acre under the 



new regulations. 

• A mandate by the State that all 
local governments have to recycle 
25 percent of Uieir solid waste by 
1995 in 10, 15 and 25 pMcent in- 
crements. Recycling, while desir- 
able environmentally, is more 
costly. 

• A State mandate that each gov- 
ernment or consortium of govern- 
ments, such as SPSA. submit a re- 
cycling plan. This will cost about 
$150,000. 

Curling said that the General 
Assembly forgot to do one thing to 
give local governments financial aid 
so that the cost will fall back on 
die localities. 

In addition, he said, during die 
current session, 50 pieces of legis- 
lation dealing with solid waste are 
before the General Assembly, in- 
cluding such tilings as the di^sal 
of batteries and disposal of yanl 
wastes. 

Some council members, how- 
evo-, questioned SPSA's conccntra- 



Curling said the die district has 
five drop-off centers of which oi« is 
unsupervised. The problem widi die 
unsupervised centers is contami- 
nants. People, for instance, will 
mix window glass in die glass 
container, which is not accepted by 
the recycling plants. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said diat it was not enough to con- 
sider only one drop off center which 
did not work. Europe has tiiem all 
ovCT, she said. They have Uiem in 
shopping centers and public areas. 
She said Uiat in Virginia Beach she 
thought Uie population would co- 
operate. "I am disappointed at how 
quickly this program is dropped." 

Curling said tiiat SPSA selected 
die curbside meUiod and yard waste 
disposal as die mediods to pursue. 
Curling said that die district already 
has a number of recycling activi- 
ties. It recycles tires at die Suffolk 
plant where it also removes auto- 
mobile batteries. It sells stove and 
hot water heaters to junk dealers, 
has an oil drop off at the Oceana 
transfer station and also recycles 
paint which it sells to a dealer.

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Clarifying Cable Television 



It's time to pull the plug on climbing rates being paid by Virginia Beach 
consumers for basic c^le TV service. 

Mail and telefriione complaints received by my offices tell me that rnaiiy 
of Virginia's 1.1 million cable subscribes are displeased, too, by other 
practices of the cable monqx}lies in their communities. 

Many Virginians find they have little (V no say in what prograhiming 
they receive, what local broadcasting stations are carried, or where those 
stations are placed on the dial. 

And not only individual consumers are fifustrated. Local government au- 
thorities, broadcasters, and small cable system operators also have ap- 
proached Congress and the Federal Communications Coinmission with 
their complaints. ' 

Most of us would agree that cable television has improved our lives. It 
provides clear signals in both uiban craters, whoe electroni(| interference or 
structural obst^les may block recepti(xi, and rural areas lo6 remote to pick 
up regular broadcasting. 

Cable originated in the 1940s for this purpose, and it has been a re- 
sounding commercial and technological success. In 1950, 70 systems 
served 14,000 subscribers. Today, more than 50 million homes nationwide 
receive cable service. 

In most localities, sports, entertainment and new programming is more 
diverse, thanks to cable. In Virginia today, 63 percent of TV households 
have cable service, and there are iq)proximately 352 different cable opera- 
tors. 

But as the industry has grown, so too have complaints about service, 
programming and escalating prices. 

In an effort to addr^s this problnn. I have joined my Republican col- 
league from Missouri, Sen. Jack Danfordi. and a bipartisan group of other 
senators in sponsoring the "Cable Television Consume Protection Act of 
1989" (S.1880). 

To undestand whoe cable consumers stand today, we have to look back 
to 1984 and the Cable Communications Policy Act, which largely deregu- 
lated the cable TV industry. 

The 1984 act prohibited local or state governments from regulating cable 
^rvice ij^iaiS^s M^ere a. cable (^peraipr was deemed^ have!^ffcctive com- 



"Effective competition" was defined as any area where three broadcast 
(i.e., over-die-air) stations existed. So, if a locality in Virginia has three 
broadcast signals, the cable operator is deraied to have "effective competi- 
tion" and his rates may not be regulated. 

Even though few localities in Virgina (or the nation) have two cable 
operators competing head-to-head, deregulation has occurred for about 97 
percent of U.S . cable operators. 

Rates have risen sharply in may of these same areas. 

The U.S. General Accounting Office has found that 28 percent of cable 
consumers saw their basic rates rise by at least 40 percent within two years 
after rate deregulation. 
r 

Deregulation was intended to create competition between cable providers. 
But with local franchising, obviously, the opposite has occurred, leaving 
us with government-sanctioned monopolies. 

Local governments from throughout Virginia have shared their frustra- 
tions with me about their inability, realistically, to regulate local cable 
franchises. Fortunately, abuses in Virginia have be«i uncommon. 

But where abuse does exist, localities must be given effective tools to 
deal with the problem. 

S. 1880 helps accomplish this goal, in part, by redefining "effective 
competition" to mean that at least two multi-channel video providers exist 
in a l(x:ality. 

Where such competition exists, the market would determine price. 
Where head-on competition does not exist, local or state govoiunent would 
be allowed to regulate rates. 

S.1880 also would require that cable systems carry local television sta- 
tion' signals. Local stations are obligated by federal law to serve their re- 
spective communities, and many citizens need cable service to receive 
those local TV signals. 

The bill does not address the cost of elective services such as premium 
channels or pay-per-view inogramming. * 

S.1880 is now unda c(msideration in the Smaie Commerce, Scirace and 
Transportation Committee. I lock forward to seeing it advance as the 101st 
Congress progres^s.

A national census has been taken every 10 years in 
the United States since 1790. * *• * 

Mandated by the U.S. Constitution, the decenniid census is cri^cal to 
'^Virginia Beach and Virginia for several reasons. Census statistics are the 
basis for reapportionment in the House of Representatives. With Virginia's 
population growth, we may gain additional Congressional seats. Virginia 
Beach's population growth may also warrant additional representation* in 
the Virginia legislature. 

Census statistics are also the basis upon which milltons of dollars in 
federal and state grant funds are returned to our city tach year. Finally, ekh 
census provides a portrait of our city. Over the decades, the portraits reveal 
how Virginia Beach has changed and offer information for planning and de- 
cisicm-making for businesses an/i city dq)artments. 

In spite of the importance of the census, about 2.2 million people, or 
about 1 pacent, were not counted in the last census. Among minority 
populations, the percentage was higher — about 6 percent. Unfortunately, 
an undwcount can result in flawed decisi<»s. Inaccurate counts can curtail 
projects and cause loww funding for community programs.

An important new program. Homework Hotline, offers students and 
iwents additional access to teachers. For seventh, eighth, and ninth grade 
students (and their parents) of Virginia Beach City Public Schools, Uie call 
in program was started to provide support in the mathematics and language 
attsarea. 

Coordinated by Instructional Specialist, Sandra Mullins. and Assistant 
Principal, Dr. Patricia Gavin, the hotline is designed to help students do 
their homework. It is not designed so that students can have their home- 
woik done for them. 

Based at Salem Junior High School, three phone lines have been estab- 
lished for the^hotline, which is open from 5 to 7:30 p.m. Mondays 
through Thurs^ys during the school year. Three people staff the phones 
each night one to direct incoming calls, one to help with English home- 
woric problems, and one to aid in mathematics difficulties. The number to 
call is 473-5215. 

The program began Feb. 5. Since then, about 20 calls have been logged 
in each night To date most of the questions have dealt with mathematics.

only subjects being covered. Current plans call for additional core subjects 
and grade levels to be included in future years.

The Constitution And The First Census of 1 790

In 1787, the delegates to the Constitutional Convention hammered out 
the details of the new government. The Constitution they devised was 
vague in many clauses and full of compromises, which made its acceptance 
possible, but it rectified most of the weakness of the Articles of 
Confederation. 

One of the most controversial isstwl was the struggle between the farge 
and small states over representation. The question threatened to disrupt the 
convention. A critical compromise was finally worked out, and the ques- 
tion was resolved by giving the states equal representation in the Senate 
and apportioning seats in the House of Representatives according to their 
population. 

Article I Section 2 of the Constitution states, 'The actual Enumeration 
shall be made within three years after the first Meeting of the Congress of 
the United States, and within every subsequent Term of ten Years, in such 
Manner as they shall by Law direct." 

Moreau de Jonnes, a French statistician, observed, "The United States 
presents a phenomenon parallel in history — that of a people who insti- 
tuted the statistics of their country on the very day they founded their gov- 
ernment, and who regulated by the same instrument, die census of inhabi- 
tants, their civil and political rights, and the destinies of the Nation."

The First Congress did not wait three years to implement this section of 
the Constitution, but in its second session on March 1, 1790 passed the 
First Census Act. This first enumeration was not a simple head count, but 
asked for the following details: 

• Name of the headt)f the family. 

• Name of free white males of 16 years or more. 

• Free while males under 16. 

• Free white females. 

• All other free persons. 

• All slaves.

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Curling said that he thought a 
big part of the 25 percent recycling 
requirement will come from auto- 
mobile junkyards because Uie Suf- 
folk landfill is eqaipped to take the 
"fluff," such as seat covers and 
other trimmings.

CunoU Pembroke Meadows smd 
Shores Civic League President Jim 
Willcnbrink first saw Virginia 
Beach when he was IS years old 
during a family vacation. 

"My first sight of the ocean was 
(on that trip)," he said. "I was en-' 
thused with the possibility of liv- 
ing here." 

Twenty-six years later, Virginia 
Beach would be his permanent 
home, but the young Willenbrink 
experienced all of the personal and 
caieo' struggles common to his peer 
group. 

Bom in Louisville, Ky. in 1929, 
Willenbrink experienced the full 
force of the Great Depression 
throughout his childhood, and 
worked several jobs from age 1 1 up 
to high school graduation. His first 
job ^as working on a paper route. 
As he grew older, he worked as a 
clerk and stockboy at a sporting 
goods store and as a caddy for a golf 
course. 



Families during that time didn't 
have a lot of money and getting a 
college education was "a struggle,** 
he said. He found the money 
through participation in basketball. 
He received a basketball scholarship 
to the University of Louisville, but 
changed his direction to the Navy 
shortly after his admission. The 
reason was because he suffered an 
injury and lost the scholarship. 

He turned to the Navy for an 
ediKation in engineering and studied 
at the naval academy in Kentucky. 
He learned more than he would have 
in a civilian setting, he said. He 
didn't ai^reciate the discipline at the 
time, but it forced him to study 
harder than in he did before. In the 
long run, he was glad he joined the 
military and studied at a naval 
academy. 

"The injury turned out to be a 
blessing," he said. "In college, I 
might have just drifted around." 

A shore assignment in Seattle, 
Washington led to some social op- 
portunities. It was at of these gath- 



erings where he met nis wite, 
Jeanette. They first met at a 
"politically oriented" cocktail jarty 
in 1963. They established a close 
friendship and married in Seattle to 
1964. Sevln years later. tFey ' 
moved to Virginia Beach. 

He finally made Hudgins Court 
on Lake Pembroke his permanent 
home when he was 41 in 1970.

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free white males were wanted in order to estimate the nation's potential 
military strength. 

TTie government desperately needed money to pay the huge debts from 
the Revolutionary War. Since representatives and taxes were to be appor- 
tioned among the states according to their population, an accurate 
enumeration was necessary. This was a masterful plan by the Founding 
Fathers and another example of the delicate balance woven into the 
Constitution. If the state undercounted, it would save on direct taxes, but 
would suffer by having fewer representatives. 

There were just under 4.000,000 Americans counted in this first census 
and it cost the young nation approximately $45,000 or a little more than a 
penny per inhabitant However, the early enumerators were the U.S. mar^ 
shals and their dq>uties, who were poorly trained and pooriy paid, so. this 
first census was nevCT considered an accurate count 

During the first session of the Second Congress, the question of 
reapportioning the membership of the House based on the first census re- 
sulted in the first presidential veto. A compromise bill, enacted after seven 
months of heated debate, was regarded as unconstitutional by President 
Washington. 

After discussing his objections with Jefferson, Secretary of State Madi- 
son, member of Congress and close confidant, and the Allorney General 
Edmund Randolph, Washington had the trio draw up "the insu-umeni" 
whereby he could "negative the bill." The House failed to override this first 
presidential veto 

Based on the first census, the House of Representatives grew fit»m 65 
members to 106, but the problem of how to apportion or divide up tiie 
members was vexatious. Finally, in 1792, the Apportionment Act was 
passed, giving one representative for every 33,000 people in each State, the 
fractions being diaegarded. 

The fight over those fractions, led by |he famous Daniel Webster, 
brought about a change to Uie method of apportionment in 1840. An addi- 
tional House member was awarded for a bscticm of more Uian one-half!

Most beekeepers take 
precautions when going into a 
hive. Normally a h«Ki veil, k>ng 
sting-resistant gloves and cotton 
overalls are worn to protect a 
beekeeper from being stung. But 
the outfit doesn't always wo-k. 

Buchanan said he has been 
stung " thousands" of times, 
sometimes so badly that his head 
and hands swell up to three times 
their normal size. Baker and 
Miller have also been stung, and 
both women are allergic to bee 



venom. 

"The fear of the the bees 
bothers people more than 
anything else. They do what 
they're supposed to. They don't 
come out and charge you," said 
•■ MiUer. 

"If you go easy on them, they 
won't sting you. Stay out of their 
way and tfiey won't bother you," 
added Buchaim 

What prompts a pyerson to 
want to become a beekeeper? 
Miller said everybody has their 
own reasons. 

"I just always enjoyed learning 
things. I discovered beekeeping 
was a great challenge," said 
Baker. 

Many beekeepers gel their bees 
through the mail. They can be 
ordered by the pound and arrive 
in a cage widi ajar of sugar water 
that they can eat. A two-and-one- 
% half pound cage, which contains 
10,500 bees, costs $29.75. The 
bees can also be obtained during a 
"swarm," a time during the 
spriuK when bees are more 



abundmt 

Once the bees are obtained, 
they are placed in hives, which 
are 19-inch deq) boxes with four 
sides but no tops or bottoms. It 

costs approximately $120 tu 
purchase a complete hive. The 
bees keep the temperature inside 
the box between 94 to 96 
debtees. 

The queen bee lays between 
1.000 ami 2,000 eggs a day in the 
"iMOoding chambCT," a box where 
the honeybee makes a 
honeycomb. A hive can hold a 
maximum of 80,000 bees, which 
only live for six weeks and then 
die. 

Baker said the best way to 
become familiar with beekeeping 
is to attend the beekeepers 
association's meeting. The 
meetings are held the second 
Monday of each month at the 
Headquarters Library in Chesa- 
peake. The association hosts 
guest speakers and programs 
conconing beekeeping. 

A short course in beekeeping 
will be held Friday, March 9 
from 7 to 10 p.m. and Saturday, 
March 10 from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
on the grounds of the VPI 
Experimental Station on 
Diamond Springs Road in 
Virginia Beach. 

The featured instructor will be 
VPI professor of entomology, 
I>r, Richard Fell. His topics will 
be: getting started, hive 
management, hive inspections, 
disease control, honey handling, 
equipment selection, queen 
rearing and honey plants. 

The program is being 
sponsored by the association and 
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Virginia Pathology Society; 
member and past president of the 
Linlier Civic League; member of 
the Broad Bay Sailing Association; 
and is a local bank board member. 

At the hospital, Krueger is re- 
sponsible for examining tissue re- 
moved during surgeries; examining 
biopsies; examining pap smears; 
performing autopsies and examin- 
ing blood and bone marrow. 

As King Neptune, he will 
"preside over the festival during 
Neptune Festival," and attend the 
parade, balls, receptions and social 
activities that go along with the ti- 
tle. 

"It'll be difficult that week. I'm 
accustomed to being active. My 
partners will probably be upset 
more than I will," Krueger said, re- 
ferring the amount of time he will 
spend as King Neptune.

After graduating from the 
Medical College of Virginia in 
Richmond, he went on to 
pathology training school in At- 
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lanta, Ga., and Miami, Ra. 

When a friend from medical 
school contacted him about a 
position as a pathologist in a new 
hospital in Virginia Beach, Krueger 
jumped at the chance. 

"I was very impressed," he said. 

He and his wife, Olia Frances 
Hill, a Hampton native, have been 



married for 34 years. They have 
three daughters, one a financial 
planner for USAA, the other a 
teacher in Richmond and the 
youngest is living in Virginia 
Beach wotking for a car dealership. 
"I'm not sure who was more ex- 
cited, me or my wife. She seems to 
enjoy all these activities," he said.
